Delivery of Seeds 


All Vegetable and Flower Seeds in this price list except Peas, Beans and 
Sweet Corn will be sent to places in the United States transportation charges 
prepaid. We will ship by parcel post, express or freight at our option. If seeds 
are ordered shipped by express where we would ship by freight, they will be sent 
by express collect. 

Peas, Beans and Sweet Corn will be shipped at purchaser’s expense, except 
as follows: If these seeds are included in any one order amounting to $20.00 or 
more (not including Farm Seeds, Accessories, etc.) we will prepay transportation 
charges. 

We will not pay transportation charges on Field and Grass Seed, Potatoes, 
Onion Sets, Accessories, Etc. These articles are always sent at purchaser’s 
expense, except where they are quoted ‘“Transportation paid”’ in this price list. 


Orders may be sent at any time and goods will be shipped at the time specified 
on the order. 

When ordering seeds shipped by freight or express please be sure to give the 
name of your nearest freight railroad station or express office if it is different 
from your post office address. 


Freight shipments are now frequently delayed, so please send in your order 
well ahead of the time you wish to use the seeds. 


Terms and Discounts 


Our regular terms are cash with order. When cash is sent with order we allow a discount of 5% 
on vegetable and flower seeds and plants, small fruits and accessories. ( Note: This discount does not 
apply to Semesan Products and “Black Leaf 40” which are net under the Fair Trade Law.) 

Field and Grass Seeds are strictly net cash with order at prices quoted. 

To Market Gardeners of established credit and those who furnish us with satisfactory refer- 
ences we allow the following time payments except on field and grass seeds, which are strictly cash 
with order. 

Bills for seeds, plants, etc., shipped after December Ist are due and payable net August Ist. 

Bills for goods shipped after August 1 are due net December Ist. 

To Florists of established credit and those who furnish us with satisfactory references we allow 
the following time payments except on field and grass seed. 

Bills for seeds, plants, etc. shipped after December 1st are due and payable net June Ist. 

Bills for goods shipped after June 1st, are due net December Ist. 

25% of the value of the order must be sent with all orders for goods to be shipped C.O.D. 


Plants will not be sent C. O. D.

Wartime conditions have created a tre- 
mendous demand for vegetable seeds, and 
we are proud to serve the nation by helping 
to supply these needs. For many years it has 
been our policy, and now it is our duty to 
provide our customers with the best seeds 
that can be bought. 

On our own farms we have had such 
fine weather this fall that our seed crops of 
beans, corn, tomatoes, cucumbers, squash, 
peppers and melons have given us beautiful 
seed of high germination. Earlier this sum- 
mer we harvested our beet and parsnip 
crops and never had better seeds. We are 
especially pleased to have these results, as 
we are told that many seed crops in the West 
have been short and of inferior quality. 

The government requirements of vege- 
table seeds under the Lend Lease Bill are 


enormous, especially of carrots, beets, on- 
ions and parsnips. It is generally concluded 
that there will be no surplus of any seeds 
this year. 

As soon as you are able to plan your 
crops we advise you to send in your order 
so you may be. sure to get the seeds you 
want and have them on hand when you are 
ready to sow them. Nothing is so provok- 
ing as to have your land ready and then have 
to wait for your seeds. 

We expect to fill our orders with our 
usual promptness, but the railroads are over- 
crowded and freight shipments are often 
delayed, so to avoid the expense of having 
them sent by express, please allow plenty of 
time between the date of your order and the 
time you wish to sow the seeds. We urge 
you to order as early as possible.
